NOTE: Based on arguments presented on page 15 of the applicant's response to the final office action and since the 
statement "manual operation" did not exist in the claimed invention, the scope of the claims 1,5,16,17,19,20, 21, 22, and 23 have been 
changed and it would require further consideration or search. The examiner is intrepeting "manual operation" as "user operation" for 
purpose of responding to applicant's argument. On page 15 of the applicant's response, applicant argued that none of the cited refrences 
discloses "establishing a data communication path between two communication apparatuses when the timing of a user performing a 
manual operation on one of the two apparatuses or on a peripheral device associated with said one of the two apparatuses corresponds to 
the timing of a user performing a manual operation on the other of the two apparatuses or on a peripheral device associated with said other 
of the two apparatuses." of claims 1,5,16,17,19,20, 21, 22, and 23. The examiner respectfully disagrees. As disclosed on column 2 page 3 
lines 16-27 of Kiesler, transmitting and receiving is performed in the stations respectively when the torpedo is fired by the user. Firing a 
torpedo from a ship or submarine is a manual process requiring an operator to press a botton or such. 
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
